OW OFTEN does our heart condemn us! 

How often do we shut ourselves out 

from the fullness of life with a sense 

of sin and wrongdoing! How often do we deny 

ourselves the happiness of today by refusing to let 

go of the shame of yesterday! How often does our 

conviction that we are miserable, sinful creatures 
keep us from our heritage as sons of God! 

Life should have a full, rich flavor. There should 
be joy in the little happenings of every day. It 
should be joy to feel the peace of our own being. 
We should find joy in love and in all the beauty 
with which God has surrounded us. 

But often we give our thought to our own 
heart’s condemning, and though all God’s world 
shouts of joy and beauty and love to be enjoyed, 
we will not turn from the “wailing wall’ of our 
unworthiness to take the glory and compassion in! 

Yet for all who suffer from a sense of sin and 
wrongdoing there is this freeing Truth. The will 
of God is not suffering and denial; the will of 
God is life, life exuberant, life triumphant, life 
exultant! 

We listen to our conscience as if it were the 
voice of God. That of course is not true. Our con- 
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science is no more divine in origin than any other 
feeling we may have about ourselves. It is formed 
by our experience and training as a child; it varies 
from individual to individual. In some persons 
there is no conscience, in others it is so exagger- 
ated that no matter how uprightly they may live, 
their conscience will not let them alone. If the 
conscience were divine in origin, it would be just. 

The conscience is a blackmailer. Like a thief by 
night it comes to whisper of guilt and demand pay- 
ment. But though we pay a thousand. times over, 
conscience is not satisfied. It returns and returns 
again. 

Can you not be as kind to yourself as you are 
to a stranger? If a stranger came to you and told 
you he was full of shame and remorse because of 
things he had done as a child, would you not tell 
him to forget and to go free? Yet are you still 
punishing yourself for things you did when you 
were a child spiritually? Surely you have punished 
yourself enough. Your soul has paid the price. Let 
it go free. 

If you have injured another, it is right to make 
restitution if you can. But punishing yourself is 
not restitution. It is but adding a new wrong to an 
old one. Often you cannot make restitution directly 
to the one you have injured. But the law of life 
does not require this any more than it requires 
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that you always give to the one from whom you 
receive. All the good you have ever done to anyone 
is your restitution. Does not the good you have 
done outweigh any evil you may have done? 

Shame, remorse, a sense of guilt, these are never 
good, never of God. A man does not increase his 
spiritual stature by adding his thoughts of shame 
to the shame of his deed. If you stumbled while 
walking in the darkness, would you rebuke your 
foot ? Or would you light a light? 

The denial of life is not the will of the Creator 
of life. Not the one who withdraws from life 
but he who has faith in life and finds joy in living 
is a spiritual man. The spiritual man enters with 
exuberance into all the activities of life. He loves 
life. So great is his sense of livingness, so keen is 
his feeling of the wonder and worth of living that 
to him every day is a journey in jubilance. He 
wakes in the morning delighted to be off on the 
adventure of living; he extracts from each moment 
its utmost of pleasure and surprise; he lies down 
at night with a sense of contentment, at peace with 
himself and with the universe. He knows that pain 
is a sign that something is wrong; if it comes, he 
does not cling to it but seeks to set the wrong right. 

The truth is that if we do not enjoy and cherish 
love and beauty and joy, we live a half life. 

Love love. Love is the heart of God. Love is the 
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way out of the prison of the self. Love is comple- 
tion. 

Love beauty. Beauty is but another name for 
God. It is the face of God as Truth is the mind of 
God. It is the language of the spirit as Truth is the 
language of the mind. It is the witness of God’s 
presence in the world. 

Love joy. Joy is the laughter of God. Joy is a 
habit and a habitation of the heart that abides in 
His love. What would you will for your beloved 
save joy? You are the beloved of God, and the 
love of God surpasses yours. “If ye . . . know 
how to give good gifts unto your children, how 
much more shall your Father who is in heaven give 
good things to them that ask him ?” 

If you do not love yourself, who are the beloved 
of God, is that holiness? If you do not love your 
body, which is the temple of God, is that holiness ? 
You do not find God by repudiating Him in your- 
self. You do not honor Him by denying Him in 
your body and renouncing His world. 

If a plant is denied its sustenance, it withers. So 
our soul withers when we deny it the love and 
beauty and joy that are its sustenance. 

You would not punish a child for doing childish 
things. Are we not all children of God? Will He 
blame us because, being yet children, we do not 
always act with spiritual maturity ? 
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Surely the forgiveness of God is ours even be- 
fore our heart reaches out to accept it. Surely the 
understanding of God is ours even when we fail 
to understand ourselves. 

God does not require of us more than we are 
able to give. Having given us a body, He does not 
ask us to deny the needs of our body. Having given 
us the capacity for pleasure, He does not ask us to 
repudiate pleasure. Having given us the desire for 
love, He does not ask us to renounce love. 

It is good to have high standards of thought and 
conduct, but it is also good to accept ourselves. We 
do not grow by deploring what we cannot be but 
by finding joy in being what we are able to be. Not 
being yet perfected, let us accept ourselves where 
we are and do what we can. “Jt zs acceptable ac- 
cording as a man hath, not according as he hath 
not.”” We are not under the law of condemnation 
but under the law of love. 

Has your way seemed dark? Love penetrates the 
darkness. Love is full of light. Has your heart 
seemed weak? Love understands weakness. Love 
is full of strength. Have you felt ashamed? Love 
dissolves shame. Love is merciful. As you open 
your heart to love, all that is less than love will 
fade away. 

If your heart condemn you, God is greater than 
your heart. God is love.

Follow Your Leading 


VERYONE has “‘leadings” or “hunches,” but 
many of us fail to recognize them or to 
follow them faithfully when we do recog- 

nize them. 

If you have not developed the habit of follow- 
ing your leadings, here is a good way to start: 

1. Assume that each good impulse that comes 
into your mind is a leading or hunch. If possible, 
obey it immediately. Keep your sense of values 
however, putting first things first. If you are en- 
gaged in doing something that is really important, 
do not reject it in favor of your leading unless 
the leading is more urgent. Make a note of the 
leading, and do not overlook it or permit yourself 
to forget it in doing other things. Then follow 
it through into action as soon as possible. 

2. Jot down in a notebook the good ideas that 
come to your mind. 








Check them off as you carry them into action. 
Most leadings have to do with apparently 
unimportant things, because great things usually 
hinge upon small things, and also because life is 
made up of many seemingly unimportant things. 

Your leadings may be like the following: To 
telephone or call on a friend or acquaintance; to 
write a certain letter; to take a certain route to 
walk; to avoid a certain situation or place; to 
make a certain decision; to present a gift to some- 
one; to develop a latent talent; to prepare for 
a certain thing. 

3. Consider such impulses well. If they do not 
seriously inconvenience others or do an injustice 
to anyone, if they are constructive and do not 
violate your moral sense, follow them out—with- 
out delay. Do not procrastinate. Procrastination is 
the thief of inspiration. 

Your leadings may often seem inconsequential. 
Sometimes in themselves they are, but following 
them establishes a habit and develops a self- 
discipline that will make the following of your 
leadings extremely valuable to you. 

Another way of considering this subject is to 
view it simply as carrying out good ideas and 
resolutions. Good ideas are the leadings of the 
Spirit. To get still better ones faithfully use the 
ones you have. Say: 














| am obedient to the voice of Spirit within me, 
guiding me into the expression of my highest 
impulses. 
Practice Forgiveness 

Many persons do not realize that they are car- 
rying a heavy burden by reason of their unforgive- 
ness of themselves and others. To practice for- 
giveness means that we are not to carry about with 
us, even in thought and feeling, harsh, unforgiv- 
ing ideas. Not to voice such ideas is the first 
step; not to entertain them at length is the second 
step. You may find such thoughts in your mind, 
such feelings in your heart, but do not temporize 
with them! They are like a spark falling on your 
sleeve. You may not be able to prevent it from 
falling there, but you need not let it remain there 
until it does harm. As you brush the spark away 
before it can burn a hole so now resolutely re- 
fuse to entertain unforgiveness within you. 

Here are some practical helps: 

1. Holding a grudge, harboring resentment, 
makes your load heavier as you seek spiritual 
heights. You free yourself as you free others. You 
free others as you free yourself. Affirm: 

I am (you are) free with the freedom of Christ. 
I no longer hold myself (you) under condemna- 
tion.""Go... sin no more.” 
If you are resentful toward another, do some- 
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thing about it if you possibly can to show your 
good feeling. Do not estimate results by reactions 
in the other person. After you have acted you 
will feel better, more free, than before. If you are 
resentful of your own mistakes, do your best now. 
Give your energy to today’s accomplishments. To- 
day’s best efforts are your sincerest repentance of 
past mistakes. 

2. Do not dwell upon the errors of the past. 
The past is really past when you reach beyond it. 
Do not live fearfully in anticipation of evil. Do 
your best today and tomorrow will take care of 
itself. ““Take no [anxious} thought of the mor- 
row.’ Do not cross your bridges until you come to 
them, and do not go back and forth over any you 
have already crossed. 

3. You will eliminate unforgiveness of self 
(self-condemnation) by considering your doubts 
and your faith in any matter before reaching a 
decision. When you have made a decision, invok- 
ing God's help for wisdom and good judgment, 
“rest your case.” Do not rehash it. If you later 
decide that another course would have been wiser, 
say: “I thank Thee, Father, for increasing wis- 
dom and good judgment. I have learned from this 
experience. No man and no thing is my enemy. 
All are my teachers.” And keep on.
